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Continuation 6f 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue (see p. 14 of Remarks filed 
11/26/2507): 

"Respectfully, it is pointed out that this portion of Chim only discloses a camera with a wide field of view that enables scaling and 
cropping. ..As known to one of skill in the art. scaling and cropping do not involve focusing or refocusing of the camera, and in fact, 
scaling and cropping are performed upon an image that has already been received, i.e., the image already has a particular focus" 



Notwithstanding the incorrectness thereof, Applicant has not provided evidence of record to support these factual allegations. To the 
contrary, Applicants Specification (see para. [0012] of Pre-grant Publication) explains that scaling and cropping is equivalent to 
automatically focusing on a particular region of an image without moving a camera: 

"As a method for altering a focus location for a camera using a computing apparatus having a monitor, one embodiment of the invention 
includes at least the acts of: receiving video input from the camera; displaying the video input on the monitor; receiving a focus region 
from a user; and causing the camera to focus on the focus region." 

Chim taught: 

"Additionally, the camera used in the present invention is preferably configured to provide a wide field of view. The wide field of view 
enables scaling and cropping of an image captured by the camera without the need to mechanically reposition the camera for framing a 
speaker, or a portion of the speaker such as their face. Therefore, the invented system is partlcularty well suited for such applications as 
teleconferencing." (see col. 4, lines 15-24) 

Therefore, Applicants arguments are inapposite, as they are directed to a limitation that have not been claimed. 
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
